Wyoming, Republican 
leader In the 


house, who called at the White House 
early in the day. 


The president was represented by 


those who talked with 
him to fee! 


that every effort toward settlement 
o fthe rail strike should 
allow 
to 


take its course before he went before 
congress to deliver a report on the 
governments interests in the matter 
and to present an 
outline of the 


policy decided upon by the admin's 
tration. 
The effort 
toward 
settle- 


ment the president was said to have 
particularly in mind was the confer- 
ence in New York Thursday between 
representatives of the railroad execu- 
tives and chiefs of the train service 
employees brotherhoods. 


Work on the message was continu- 


ed by the president during the morn- 
ing and, it was said, desired to have 
it in completed form so that he might 
present 
it to congress at a future 


date

dividual roads dictated. This would 
assure jobs to all the strikers on most 
of the roads in tho country particular- 
ly in the southeast and throughout 
the west. 
2.—That the roads and unions agree 


to recognize tho seniority of loyal em- 
ployees who refused to strike. 


RESTORE PENSIONS 


3.—That the seniority status of re- 


turning strikers and so-called "new 
men" bo fixed through agreements be- 
tween unions and managements of In- 
dividual roads, governed partly by 
standards of efficiency 
of Individual 


employees In both classes. 


4.—That all pension rights be re- 


stored to the pre-strlke status.

THE WELFARE AND POWEE OF 


THE PEOPLE 


As the question now looms large and 


grave before the American people, it is: 
Shall prosperity be demolished by in- 
dustrial conflict ? The answer to that 
question is something serious for capi- 
tal and labor to consider profoundly. It 
is the final answer, as it is the answer 
-which the people themselves will give in 
the form of a demand for railroad trans- 
portation.

If this industrial dispute were to con- 


tinue much longer, who would win? It 
must be obvious to those who think lo- 
igically arid fairly that the railroads can- 
not win. and that the shopmen cannot 
•win. The public will lose money and suf- 
fer severely from maliciousness, arbitrari-

[groups. 
But the public will not other- 


!*wise lose. In fact, the public will demon- 
^etrate. as it will be compelled to do. that 
tthe people are supreme, and that neither 
[capital nor labor, nor both, can dictate 
•to them or rebel against the government.

j anteeing record, normal business. Farm 


i crops are immense. 
Money is plentiful.

The warring groups of capi-

THE PRESIDENT'S WORK 


Word comes from Washington that 


President Harding has abandoned all 
hope of getting a vacation this summer. 
He had no vacation last summer. Two or. 
three times since he took office he has been 
out of Washington on short trips, but he 
has-never been out of touch with his du- 
ties. Congress has been in session almost 
all of the time. This summer the senate 
has been struggling along without much 
purpose, and at present the disturbed in- 
dustrial state of the country calls for al- 
most constant vigilance on the part of the 
chief executive, who must be ready at any 
time to throw his influence one way or an- 
other to effect a settlement. 


It is probable that the president of the 


United States exercises more power on his 
own authority than any other man in the 
world. In ordinary times, when there is 
no war when industry is thriving, when 
crops are good, and no great political 
crisis threatens, the president's routine 
work is a burden of great weight. 
Even 


when the country finds itself deep in an 
era of easy prosperity and in consequence 
pays little attention to what goes on at 
Washing-ton, the chance for a fatal execu- 
tive mistake is always a menace to the 
president's peace of mind. At no time is 
it possible for a president to do nothing. 


The country has been criticized by 


foreigners for asking more of its presi- 
dent than any man can hope to give. The 
experience of several able,presidents. who 
went into office strong, alert and hopeful 
and come out four or eight years later 
broken in body and spirit, tends to eon- 
firm this view, in spite of the fact that 
men do measure up to the job and do sur- 
vive its trials.

who expect to profit by his leadership, 
some allowance may be made for the per- 
plexities of the office and for the limits 
of human endurance when confronted by 
the necessity for taking *nme action 
which, whatever it is. will start new dis- 
putes and call for more decisions of equal 
importance. 


WHAT IS AMERICA? 


We hear now and then that the" coun- 


try, must beware of international agree- 
ments because we are not one people- 
that instead, we aro a collection of na- 
tionalities and what might please one ra- 
cial group would displease another. What 
is America ? The theory on which the na- 
tion was founded seemed to be that as 
time went on and peoples came to live 
here there would be a fusing of one race 
with another. All of the pieces that went 
into the great mosaic would not he alike. 
but the finished product would be one per- 
fect pattern of national unity. Each ra- 
cial group would find its new place in-a 
new world. The flag is not a crazy quilt, 
with a patch for each group over which it 
flies. 
If there was truth in the assertion 


that united we stand there is equal truth 
in the belief that divided into foreign 
groups we fall, failing utterly in a proper 
conception of the meaning of American- 
ism. 


Patrick Henry proud of his state, said 


in the Virginia convention of 1765: 
"I 


am not a Virginian, but an American!'' 
Surely the time has come for an end to 
the nonsense about preserving racial 
groups in America. Presumably they 
came here to be Americans and they can- 
not be that in the final acceptance of the 
word as long as their time is spent, either 
in behalf of lands of then- birth, or plan- 
ning reprisals against the countries they 
hate. An American looks at the world 
through American eyes and can say with 
Webster. '' Thank God! I—I also—am an 
American!"

Public Swimming Pools 


A swimming pool is just a common bath tub 


large enough for public use. The 
common or 


household bath tub is a holdover from the white 
enamel era of hygiene; a shower bath is the only 
really hygienic body washing equipment. 


Among the diseases which may be communicat- 


ed thru the public swimming pool are eye inflam- 
mations, coryza and other respiratory infections, 
middle ear infections, typhoid fever, and possibly 
some skin diseases. 
It is questionable whether 


venereal diseases are ever communicated or con- 
tracted thru the use of a public swimming pool. 


More important than either frequent change 'of 


water in the pool or attempts to disinfect the wa- 
ter, as a sanitary precaution, is strict enforcement 
of the rule requiring each person to take a show- 
er bath immediately before entering the poo! and 
to submit to medical examination at least once be- 
fore being permitted to use the pool. 


Aside from frequent change or constant flow 


of water in the pool, various methods of disin- 
fection have been tried, the most efficient being 
ozonization, which is automatic, inexpensive and 
does not make the water irritating to the eyes and 
nose as does chlorination. 
An examination of a 


sample of the poo! water for colon bacilli, as for 
drinking water pollution, is the best test of the ef- 
ficiency of the sanitation or disinfection of tho 
pool. 
Such examinations are regularly made by 


health departments of cities or states. 


If the water in the pool is not clear filtration 


should be required, for a cloudy or dirty water is 
hard to disinfect even if the cloudiness or dirt is 
of harmless character. 


Chlorination is as effective for the water of a 


swimming poo! as it is for the. drinking water of 
a. city. The objection to this method of disinfec- 
tion is that the 
chlorin 
compounds used 
will 


cause irritation of eyes and nose and a disagree- 
able odor if present in excess, and on the other 
hand, in trying to avoid these disagreeable con- 
ditions insufficient chlorin is likely to be used and 
the disinfection is inadequate. 


Open air pools are much safer to use because 


the sunlight itself is a very powerful disinfectant. 
Yet now and then even a lake or 
sea bathing 


place, used by all sorts of people indiscriminately, 
becomes polluted, and hea'.th authorities are com- 
pelled to prohibit bathing in the polluted water 
for a time. 


In many small indoor pools the most unhy- 


gienic condition prevails, namely, a close, i!! ven- 
tilated atmosphere. 
This is especially objection- 


able, if not dangerous. 
when 
many 
spectators 


crowd info a ?ma!l building to watch swimming 
contests. The ventilation of the room or building 
Housing a swimming poo! should be as thoro as 
that of a gymnasium. In the winter, particularly, 
overheating of the air must be guarded against. 


For the swimmer's owr. protection it is well to 


take a shower bath after leaving the pool.

deaths to 3,483 in New York City last 
year, health department reports re- 
veal. 
This represents a decrease of 


400 from the accidental deaths of 1319. 


Only 987 of the victims were females 


while 2,496 were males. . Even among 
infants the death rate for males was 
by far the higher, probably, according 
to the health office, because boy-bab- 
ies often come to grief through in- 
QUisitiveness and a natural tendency 
to seek adventure. 


"The most important' cause of ac-

standpoint is the automobile," the re- 
port continues. 
"Last year 849 per- 


sons were killed in this city as the re- 
sult of automobile accidents.

Liverpool, England—Religion or ec-

When you ig- 
nore an element you do pot reckon 
much with it. It is only f-iir to Ire- 
land to state this. It is not ea«sv to 
give an unprejudiced opinion 
here 


Past training and prejudices disquali- 
fy most of us but I shall at Isast make 
an attempt to set some things right, 
for too many of us "look past over 
the future" and therefore give an is- 
sue no fair deal. From my conversa- 
tion with ordinary men and others it 
ie patent that the average Catholic 
distinguishes between the pope and 
the Vatican. It is a pity that Protest- 
ants do not know tho same distinction. 
In North Ireland they hurl unprint- 
able epithets at this spiritual leader 
and have placards: "To h--l with the 
pope." 
Now the average Irish in- 


telligent Catholic 
distinguishes be- 


tween the pope and the Vatican. When 
the former speaks 
ex-cathedra his 


message is taksn as infallible by all 
the faithful on spiritual matters for he 
voices the most abiding truths of all 
the faithful. When the Vatican speaks 
it may be only to a class and need not 
be taken as authority. All intelligent 
Irish 
make that distinction. Thys 


there have always been two parties In 
the church ons that wanted political 
power and the other that has always 
believed in the church having only 
spiritual leadership. I saw in Rome a 
few years ago the tablet in the Cham- 
bsr of deputies, the vote of the Ital- 
ians on taking the political leader- 
ship from the church and the Catho- 
lics themselves by a vote of 20 to 1 
voted it out. My contention is that 
the church itself will adjust that mat- 
ter in Ireland and is doing it. That 
is why she is out of ths running in 
this issue. 
This does not say that 


there are not enthusiastic leaders in 
the church ~-ho would make her power 
political 
It is so easy to forget that 


for a thousand years during ths mid- 
dle ages she was the only institution 
that kept alive the gospel.

But there are other people in Ire- 


land besides Catholics. The census a 
few years ago gave the Catholic popu- 
lation as 73.9 per cent, the Church of 
Ireland or Episcopalians have 13.1 per 
cent, the Presbyterians 10 per cent 
and tha Methodists 1. 4 per cent These 
Protestants have been in Ireland for 
over a century and more particularly 
in Ulster. 
And the Catholics have 


been much fairer to the Protsstants 
than most Americans are wont to bo- 
lieve. Take for example the Grattons 
Parliament from 1783 to 1812 when 
Ireland steered herself apart 
from

WHAT PENGUIN'S ABB AND DO

Penguins arc birds which arc con 


fined to the Anta-t'C regions 
They 


arc sea birds, helpless 011 land, and 
rarely moving fii fiom the 
tvater 


During the breeding season they col- 
lect m rookeries, often including tens 
of thousand of birds 
These rookeries 


arc on shore, bornetimes m very steep 
and hilly country. 
Instances are on 


record where the birds ascend and des 


cerid from one thousand to two thou- 
sand feet from nest to water mak- 
ing repeated trips, transporting food, 
carried in their gullets from the sea 
to the young in the nest. 


Tho wings of penguins are useless 


for flight, but are powerful agents in 
swimminsr, in 
connection with the 


strong legs and feet. The birds go 
Out of the water with such force as 
''to cn-iblc them to land on Ice surface 


six or eight feet high.
